Madam  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  1971  the  estimated  mid  year  population  is  18,340  which  is  470  less 
than  in  1970. 

I am  informed  by  the  Office  of  Population  Censuses  and  Surveys  that 
this  estimate  is  not  comparable  with  earlier  years  as  the  1971  estimate 
takes  account  of  the  preliminary  results  of  the  1971  census,  whereas 
those  for  1970  and  earlier  were  linked  back  to  the  1961  census. 

The  preliminary  1971  census  count,  which  is  by  definition  superior  to 
estimates,  suggests  that  the  population  of  East  Retford  M.B.  has  been 
over-estimated.  In  other  words,  there  has  been  no  mass  exodus  of 
persons  from  Retford. 

The  number  of  births  in  1971  was  269,  two  less  than  the  year  before. 

In  1971  the  natural  increase  of  births  over  deaths  was  41,  and  the 
deaths  were  228,  one  more  than  last  year. 

The  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  were  9 in  1971 
compared  with  5 last  year  and  15  in  1969. 

The  number  of  notified  infectious  diseases  in  the  Borough  were  low 
during  the  year. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  there  were  no  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  noti- 
fied in  1971. 

Mrs  Mabbott,  Chief  Clerk,  resigned  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  and 
we  lost  her  valuable  services.  We  welcome  Miss  Hocknell,  who  has  very 
ably  taken  her  place. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  thank  you  for  your  support  during  the  year. 
Dr  Redfern  for  her  help,  Mr  Brooks  and  the  staff  of  the  health  depart- 
ment, and  the  other  departments  of  the  Borough  for  their  help  and 
support.

Vaccination  against  Anthrax  is  now  available  in  those  factories  where 
there  is  an  occupational  risk  of  employees  contracting  the  disease.  The 
vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  Appointed  Factory  Doctor  or  the 
employees  General  Practitioners. 
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Protection  against  Tuberculosis 

A scheme  for  the  protection  of  adolescents  against  Tuberculosis  has 
been  in  progress  since  1957. 

The  scheme  involves  the  skin  testing  and  B.C.G.  Vaccination  of  all 
children  of  secondary  school  age,  and  of  students. 

The  work  is  organised  by  the  District  Medical  Officer  of  Health  as 
agent  for  the  County  Council.

[a]  Hospital  and  Specialist  Services  [Part  H National  Health 
Service  Act  1946] 

The  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board  is  responsible  for  the  hospitals 
serving  East  Retford  Borough  and  Rural  Districts  through  a Hospital 
Management  Committee.

This  clinic,  which  takes  place  every 
other  Wednesday  afternoon  from  2.0  to  4.0  p.m.,  is  intended  to  provide 
early  diagnosis  of  cervical  cancer,  and  is  therefore,  a most  important 
preventive  measure.

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Health  Visiting 

Health  Visitors  are  State  Registered  Nurses  with  the  knowledge  of 
midwifery,  who  have  attended  a whole-time  course  in  Public  Health 
work  and  received  the  Health  Visitor’s  Certificate.  Their  duties  are  in 
respect  of  the  Personal  Health  Services.  They  work  in  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Clinics  and  do  routine  visiting  in  their  districts,  ad- 
vising on  prevention  of  illness  and  maintenance  of  health. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation 

The  vaccination  and  immunisation  service  is  organised  for  the  County 
Council  by  the  District  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  acting  as  agent  for  the 
County  Council. 


Ambulance  Service 

The  main  ambulance  service  is  situated  at  North  Road,  Retford,  and 
the  vehicles  comprise  four  ambulances  and  three  dual-purpose  vehicles, 
which  will  carry  either  sitting  cases  or  stretcher  cases. 

Ambulances  are  normally  only  available  on  the  request  of  doctors  and 
other  authorised  persons,  however,  members  of  the  public  should  use 
the  emergency  telephone  system  in  the  event  of  an  emergency  arising  in 
the  home  or  public  place  necessitating  ambulance  provision. 


{d)  Welfare  Services  provided  by  Local  Authorities 
Home  Help 

The  Office  is  in  Chancery  Lane,  Retford.  This  most  useful  service 
provides  domestic  help  where,  on  account  of  illness,  age  or  other 
domestic  reasons,  it  is  required.  Home  Help  Supervisor  is  Miss  Turner, 
telephone  Retford  2681. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948 

The  County  Council  provides  a welfare  service  for  the  aged  and 
handicapped  persons.

THE  SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE

Sewerage,  Sewage  Disposal  and  Refuse  Disposal  are  under  the  control 
of  the  Borough  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  who  has  given  me  the  following 
information. 


Sewerage  and  Drainage 

The  older  part  of  the  Borough  is  on  the  combined  system,  that  is  to  say 
the  surface  water  and  sewage  discharge  into  the  same  drain,  and  the 
majority  of  houses  have  this  service. 

Conservancy  System  - a small  number  of  houses  are  not  connected  to 
the  sewers. 

A few  houses  have  cesspools,  and  the  emptying  of  these  is  the  respons- 
ibility of  the  owner. 

Sewage  Disposal 

The  sewage  disposal  works  at  Hallcroft,  commissioned  in  1965,  is 
treating  the  whole  of  the  sewage  from  the  Borough. 

Treatment  at  the  Hallcroft  Works  is  grit  channels,  sedimentation 
tanks,  biological  filters,  humus  tanks,  heated  sludge  digestion  and  open 
dr}dng  beds.  Recirculation  of  a portion  of  the  effluent  is  in  operation. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Collection  is  by  means  of  compression  vehicles,  and  a bonus  incentive 
scheme  is  in  operation. 

During  1971  approximately  7,700  tons  of  refuse  was  collected.  Dispo- 
sal is  by  tipping  into  disused  gravel  workings.  This  is  not  an  entirely 
controlled  method,  but  is  carefully  watched  and  no  nuisance  has  arisen. 

Heavy  tip-levelling  equipment  is  used  to  ensure  that  the  tip  is  kept 
tidy  and  free  from  vermin. 

Public  Baths 

The  Public  Baths,  situated  in  Albert  Road,  are  owned  by  the  Corpora- 
tion. The  swimming  pool,  70  feet  long  by  30  feet  wide,  is  covered  and 
heated.  Eight  slipper  baths  are  also  provided. 

Water  is  drawn  from  the  public  water  supply,  the  pool  being  filled  at 
the  end  of  March  and  emptied  at  the  end  of  October  in  each  year.  “Topp- 
ing-off” water  is  added  as  required. 

Pressure  filters,  break-point  chlorination  and  chemical  dosing  plant 
have  been  provided,  the  turnover  period  of  the  water  in  the  swimming 
pool  is  once  every  three  hours. 

Water  heating  is  by  means  of  oil-fired  boilers  and  calorifier. 

Bacteriological  examinations  have  been  satisfactory. 
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Water  Supply 

The  Lincoln  and  District  Water  Board,  of  which  the  East  Retford 
Borough  is  a constituent  authority,  supplies  water  within  the  Borough. 

I am  indebted  to  the  Distribution  Engineer,  Mr  G.  Burn,  of  the 
Lincoln  and  District  Water  Board  for  the  information  given  below. 

All  new  houses  constructed  in  the  Retford  Borough  have,  where  re- 
quired, been  supplied  by  water  mains. 

The  water  supply  of  the  area  and  of  its  several  parts  has  been  satis- 
factory in  quality  and  quantity.

The 
Notts  County  Council  is  the  authority  responsible  for  these  duties,  and 
I am  grateful  to  Mr  Gregory,  Chief  Inspector,  Food  and  Drugs,  for  a 
report  of  the  Public  Analyst  upon  articles  analysed  during  the  year.

. I consider  it  most  gratifying  to  be  able  to  note  that  for  the  seventh 
year  in  succession  there  have  been  no  maternal  deaths  in  the  Borough, 
. . . There  were  109  deaths  from  cardio-vascular  diseases,  including  35 
vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system.  Deaths  from  lesions  of  the  heart 
and  blood  vessels  will  inevitably  increase  in  a slowly  ageing  population. 
. . . The  measles  and  whooping  cough  epidemics,  which  commenced  in 
the  late  autumn  of  1950,  continued  into  January  and  March  1951  res- 
pectively. No  deaths  occurred  from  either  disease  . .(cases  of  measles 
notified  - 35,  whooping  cough  - 95). 

. . . A new  borehole  has  been  sunk  at  Whisker  Hill,  440  yards  west  of  the 
two  existing  boreholes  in  the  Ordsall  Road  pumping  station.  Present 
pumping  capacity  - 1,440,000  gallons  per  day  . . . All  houses  in  the 
Borough,  excepting  12  which  are  isolated  houses  in  the  rural  outskirts  of 
the  town,  are  connected  to  the  town’s  mains  water  supply”. 
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. At  the  31st  December  the  waiting  list  for  new  houses  stood  at  636 
completion  of  new  houses  during  the  year  was  poor  - the  Council 
completing  62  and  private  enterprise  9 . . . However,  a large  number  of 
houses  were  almost  completed  ...  so  the  housing  picture,  with  more 
houses  under  construction,  is  somewhat  brighter  than  the  figures  indi- 
cate. 

Environmental  Health 

. . . 180  notices  requiring  the  abatement  of  nuisances  or  the  remedying 
of  defects  were  served  . . . followed  up  by  statutory  notices  in  31  cases. 
In  three  instances  it  was  necessary  to  take  Police  Court  proceedings 
against  owners  who  failed  to  comply.  The  only  real  difficulty  at  the 
moment  is  caused  by  the  steadily  worsening  position  of  the  owner  of 
investment  house  property  who  finds  that  the  cost  of  upkeep  is  ever 
rising  whilst  rents  remain  static”. 

“.  . . 129  households  were  treated  for  vermin  (ants  - 66;  red  mites  - 4; 
fleas  - 4;  beetles  - 51 ; weevils  -1  ;bed  bugs  - 3). The  ant  is  a problem  in 
various  parts  of  Retford,  particularly  in  the  houses  built  on  the  light 
gravelly  soil  on  the  west  side  of  the  town. 

. . . 44  visits  were  made  to  and  4 abatement  notices  served  on  the  Com- 
mon Lodging  House  in  Moorgate.  The  premises  were  treated  with 
insecticides  on  8 occasions  and  12  inmates  cleansed  at  the  Cleansing 
Station  when  infested  with  body  lice. 

. . . During  1951  the  Ministry  of  Food  continued  to  be  responsible  for 
the  slaughter  of  all  animals  for  human  consumption  . . . the  meat  pro- 
duced being  supplied  to  the  butchers  in  the  Retford  and  Worksop 
Boroughs  and  Rural  Districts. 

Animals  slaughtered  - Cattle  4,176;  Calves  - 1,514;  Sheep -8,262; 
Pigs  - 1,305. 

The  percentage  of  tuberculous  animals  showed  a further  reduction  i.e. 
Cattle -23.2%;  Pigs -8.27%;  Calves  - 0.26% 

. . . 614  visits  were  made  to  markets  and  food  shops  ...  a few  specimens 
of  washing  up  water  and  swabs  from  crockery,  cutlery  and  cooking 
utensils  were  taken  from  canteens  and  restaurants.  Many  of  the  speci- 
mens showed  a high  bacterial  count  although  good  results  were  often 
obtained  where  a sterilising  sink  was  in  use.  Managers  usually  welcomed 
these  tests  and  I believe  that  regular  supervision  would  materially  help 
in  maintaining  a high  standard  of  hygiene”.

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SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  SUPPLIES  & FOOD  PREMISES 


[a]  SLAUGHTERHOUSES  & MEAT  INSPECTION 


A hundred  per  cent  meat  inspection  is  regularly  achieved  at  the  three 
slaughterhouses  within  the  Borough,  namely : 

(i)  The  Public  Abattoir  which  is  maintained  and  supervised  by  the 
Corporation,  through  a joint  Sub-Committee  made  up  from  mem- 
bers of  the  Borough  and  Rural  District  Council,  but  the  employ- 
ment of  slaughtermen,  general  administration  and  responsibility 
for  basic  cleanliness  and  the  prevention  of  cruelty  is  the  function  of 
the  Retford  Meat  Co  Ltd., 

(ii)  A private  wholesale  slaughterhouse  specialising  in  the  collection  of 
‘casualty’  animals  for  emergency  slaughter  and  operating  a 24-hour 
service. 

(iii)  A private  slaughterhouse  operated  by  a local  butcher  for  retail  sale 
principally  in  his  own  shops. 

The  slaughterhouses  are  regularly  inspected  by  the  Ministry’s  Veter- 
inary Officers,  wTo  are  generally  satisfied  with  the  standard  of  hygiene 
maintained.  Any  discrepancies  are  usually  remedied  without  difficulty. 

Issue  of  Licences  - Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1958 

Thirteen  annual  licences  and  one  ‘trainee’  licence  were  issued  to 
practicing  slaughtermen.  Two  of  the  licences  were  in  respect  of  slaught- 
ermen employed  at  the  knacker’s  yard  and  allowed  for  the  slaughter  of 
horses,  in  addition  to  cattle  and  ‘smalls’. 
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The  following  table,  produced  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  Ministry, 
shows  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered,  inspected  and  affected  with 
disease.

No  legal  standards  are  available,  nor  are  they  practicable,  for  cooked 
meats  and  our  opinion  of  satisfactory  results  are  based  on  those  quoted 
by  Dr  Betty  Hobbs  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  i.e.

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Although  there  is  a 21%  improvement  on  the  results  of  cooked  meats 
over  last  year’s  figures,  still  not  enough  attention  is  given  by  some  re- 
tailers towards  the  storage  and  handling  of  such  foods.  It  is  particularly 
noticeable  how  certain  shops  regularly  achieve  good  results  and  this 
reflects  the  interest  and  concern  that  the  food  handler  has  for  the  welfare 
of  his  customers. 

It  should  be  emphasised  that  these  conditions  are  not  peculiar  to 
Retford  and,  in  fact,  I believe  that  the  general  standard  in  the  Retford 
shops  can  now  compare  favourably  with  those  of  any  other  authority. 

As  the  shopping  public  becomes  more  selective  in  their  choice  of 
traders,  particularly  with  regard  to  the  cleanliness  and  handling  of 
cooked  meats,  cakes,  etc,  the  unsatisfactory  trader  will  come  to  seek 
advice  on  how  to  improve  his  business  instead  of  being  content  to  pay 
lip-service  to  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.

Inspection  of  Food  Premises 

The  regular  inspection  of  food  premises,  with  particular  attention  to 
food  handling  techniques,  is  one  of  the  most  important  aspects  of  a 
Public  Health  Inspector’s  duties. 

The  number  of  visits  to  any  one  premise  is  related  to  the  type  of  trade 
carried  out  and  the  foods  at  risk.

During  the  year  40  houses  became  vacant,  37  families  (100  persons) 
being  re-housed  by  the  Council,  and  3 families  (5  persons)  finding 
private  alternative  accommodation. 

In  1971  the  Council  development  on  Spital  Hill  made  good  progress 
(40  houses  completed)  and  a substantial  number  of  families  were  re- 
housed in  this  area  close  to  the  town  centre.  In  the  same  period  private 
enterprise  completed  50  dwellings  for  owner-occupation.

Except  in  the  case  of  conversion  of  large  properties  into  self-contained 
flats  or  the  major  works  involved  in  the  renovation  of  detached  proper- 
ties in  good  areas,  the  standard  grant  remains  the  more  popular  grant 
for  the  provision  of  modern  amenities. This  is  particularly  so  with  ten- 
anted properties.  When  advice  is  sought  on  these  matters  we  must  bear 
in  mind  the  comparatively  low  valuation  of  the  smaller  terrace-type 
property  in  Retford  designed  for  the  housing  of  the  ‘working  classes’  at 
the  turn  of  the  century.  In  the  type  of  areas  in  which  such  property  is 
situated  a regulated  rent  of  some  £2-£3  plus  rates  can  be  expected 
regardless  of  expenditure  involved  in  improving  and  making  fit. 

No  application  is  submitted  for  approval  unless  the  property  is  con- 
sidered fit  and  in  good  repair,  or  a written  undertaking  obtained  from 
the  owner  that  the  essential  works,  specified  by  this  Department,  will  be 
carried  out  concurrently  with  improvements. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that,  of  all  plans  submitted  to  the  Council 
showing  the  proposed  provision  of  modern  amenities,  there  is  a greater 
proportion  within  areas  previously  surveyed.

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PUBLIC  HEALTH  & OTHER  MATTERS 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT  1936 

[1]  Statutory  Nuisances.  Complaints  concerning  dirty/verminous 
premises,  refuse  accumulations,  choked  or  insanitary  drains  or  water- 
courses, noise  and  dust  nuisance,  etc,  were  investigated,  involving  a 
total  of  134  visits.  Of  the  13  informal  notices  which  needed  to  be  served 
only  one  was  outstanding  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

[2]  Infectious  Diseases.  Twelve  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  one  case  of 
sonnei  dysentery  and  one  case  of  infective  jaundice  were  investigated 
during  the  year.  These  visits  provided  an  excellent  opportunity  for 
advising  householders  on  the  need  for  care  in  the  purchasing,  handling 
and  storage  of  open  foodstuffs. 


[3]  Vermin  Control.  The  eradication  of  vermin  and  insect  pests  is 
carried  out  principally  by  an  employee  of  the  Highways  Department, 
who  also  acts  as  a part-time  Rodent  Operator.

Sample  packets  of  insecticides  are  available  free  on  request  at  the  Public 
Health  Department  for  the  treatment  of  ants,  and  disinfectant  is  avail- 
able for  cases  of  infectious  diseases  and  other  special  circumstances. 


[4]  Common  Lodging  House.  This  house  in  Moorgate,  which  has 
licensed  accommodation  for  40  persons  (male  and  female),  is  kept  under 
surveillance.  The  female  dormitories  have  not  been  in  use  for  some  years 
as  there  is  no  longer  a demand  for  this  accommodation. 

The  internal  wc  and  shower  compartment,  fitted  in  the  male  dormi- 
tory during  1970,  has  done  much  to  improve  the  general  cleanliness  of 
the  premises  and  lodgers. 

[5]  Mortuary.  The  mortuary  is  now  used  solely  as  a depository  for 
bodies  awaiting  identification  and/or  delivery  to  Victoria  Hospital, 
Worksop,  for  post-mortems  ordered  by  the  Coroner. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Coroner,  no  laying-out  of  bodies  is  now 
carried  out  by  an  employee  of  this  authority.  Whilst  we  are  still  respon- 
sible for  the  general  cleansing  and  maintenance  of  the  mortuary,  notifi- 
cation of  the  admission  of  bodies  was  no  longer  required  after  November 
1969. 
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16]  Provision  of  Refuse  Bins.  Under  the  Council’s  scheme  for  the 
provision  of  refuse  bins  to  premises  at  a basic  rate  of  37p  per  annum, 
295  bins  were  issued  during  the  year.  Of  these  101  were  new  applications, 
and  194  were  replacements  of  worn-out  bins. 

There  are  2318  bins  on  hire  within  the  Borough. 

This  is  the  only  section  of  the  Council’s  refuse  collection  and  disposal 
service  which  is  administered  from  this  department. 

[7]  Offensive  Trades  and  Knackers  Yards,  (a)  Since  removal  of  the 
fat  extractor  plant  from  the  local  offensive  trades  factory  in  October 
1969,  widespread  smell  nuisance  has  been  considerably  reduced  and 
when  this  nuisance  does  occur  it  is  localised  to  within  some  fifty  yards 
of  the  perimeter  of  the  grounds.  The  provision  of  large  metal  containers 
for  the  storage  and  regular  removal  of  waste  has  also  done  much  to  re- 
duce fly  and  smell  nuisance. 

Ten  complaints  were  received  and  investigated  during  the  year,  these 
being  confined  to  the  summer  months.  Regular  surveillance  is  also  kept 
on  all  working  areas  of  the  factory,  which  includes  fellmongery  and  gut- 
scraping. 

(b)  Only  one  knacker’s  yard  is  now  licensed  within  the  Borough  and 
is  situated  at  the  above  factory.  This  is  regularly  inspected  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  Ministry’s  Veterinary  Officer’s  visits. 

PET  ANIMALS  ACT  1951 

Two  licences,  relating  to  a pet  shop  and  a market  stall,  were  issued 
during  the  year. 

ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT  1963 

One  application  was  received  and  approved  during  the  year. 

CLEAN  AIR  ACTS  1956-68 

Twenty-eight  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  smoke  nuisances 
and/or  non-compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  relating  to  the 
production  of  dark  smoke  and  appropriate  informal  action  taken. 

Eour  notices  were  received  under  Section  3 of  the  1956  Act  relating 
to  the  installation  of  furnaces.  One  application  for  “prior  approval”  was 
granted  after  suitable  modifications  had  been  made. 

All  five  applications  were  also  approved  under  Section  6 of  the  1968 
Act  relating  to  chimney  heights  after  appropriate  modification. 

Readings  of  daily  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  emissions  are  taken  at 
the  Public  Health  Department,  Chancery  Lane,  and  monthly  reports  are 
received  from  the  C.E.G.B.  from  their  recording  stations  at  Ordsall  and 
Carr  Hill  School,  Tiln  Lane. 
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It  is  rather  disturbing  to  note  the  substantial  increase  of  smoke  and 
sulphur  dioxide  pollution  in  the  town  centre  during  1971,  which  has, 
since  1965,  been  gradually  reducing.

Although  no  private  statistics  are  available,  it  is  very  gratifying  to  note 
that  about  one  third  of  all  Council  houses  are  centrally  heated  with 
‘approved  appliances’.  However,  as  most  Council  development  is  on  the 
periphery  these  improvements  do  not  contribute  much  in  improving 
conditions  in  the  older  parts  of  the  town. This  emphasises  the  need  for 
smoke  control  in  those  areas. 


OIL  HEATERS  REGULATIONS  1962-66 

Regular  inspections  are  made  of  all  goods  offered  for  sale  by  auction 
in  the  Corn  Exchange  and  Town  Hall  Yard  to  trace  oil  heaters  likely  to 
be  defective  or  dangerous.  By  informal  arrangement  with  the  local 
auctioneers,  all  such  heaters  (together with  any  unguarded  or  dangerous 
open  element  electric  radiators)  are  withdrawn  from  sale  and  destroyed.

The  following  licences  were  issued  during  the  year: 
Licences  to  store  petroleum  spirit  in  underground  tanks: 


(a)  for  private  use  23  (26,400  gals) 

(b)  for  retail  sale 14  (63,800  gals) 

Licences  to  store  petroleum  spirit  in  cans  or  containers  1 (40  gals) 

Licences  to  store  petroleum  mixtures  10  (715  gals) 


Ninety-four  inspections  were  made  during  1971,  including  35  visits 
in  connection  with  the  testing  of  tanks  and  pipelines,  and  at  least  one 
visit  to  every  licensed  premises  with  regard  to  fire  protection  and  the 
display  of  warning  notices. 

It  was  decided  that  tanks  of  30  years  old  should  be  subjected  to  a 
nitrogen  pressure  test  in  lieu  of  the  conventional  ullage  test  and  12  of 
these  tests  were  made  during  the  year.  One  tank  failed  and  was  removed. 
There  are  still  20  tanks  in  use  which  were  installed  before  1941. 


In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  thank  the  staff  of  the  Department  and 
other  Chief  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their  co-operation  during  the  year 
and  in  the  compiling  of  this  report. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  I record  the  untimely  deaths,  during  the 
year,  of  Mr  H.W.  Gilman,  Borough  Surveyor  and  Mr  V.M.  Cragg, 
Borough  Treasuer.  They  were  held  in  the  highest  esteem  as  colleagues 
and  friends  which  emphasises  the  close  inter-departmental  co-operation 
which  has  existed  for  many  years. 

It  is  particularly  gratifying  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  support 
and  interest  in  our  work  which  I have  enjoyed  from  the  Chairman  and 
members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  your  good  self  during  the 
past  year.
